The 
Toxarkunu Reservoir, although a 
flood control project, also includes 
municipal water supplies for both 
Toxarkanu Cities for Ihcir use in 
Ihe years to come.

on" the Millwood Reservoir was go- 
ing on, we began lo plan the next 
reservoir, which is Ihe Ferrell's 
Bridge Reservoir, 18 miles above 
Jefferson, Texas, on Ihe Cypress 
River. This reservoir was 
also 


authorized as a flood control pro- 
ject but, because of Iho crilical 
shortage of municipal and indus- 
Irial water supply in the vicinity 
of the Lone Slar Steel Company and 
grounding cilies, a conservalion 
srarage of 250,000 acre feel fpr mu- 
nicipal and industrial supplies was 
incorporated into the design of tho 
project. Funds to initiate construc- 
tion of this project were requested 
in appropriation hearings last year 
before the Congress and we arc 
very optimistic that the Congress 
will make available funds to ini- 


in the 1954-55 
tiate construction 
Fiscal Year.

Kven 
with the reduction, the supply c.n 
hand in tiie city's two lakes is not 
expected to last past mid-Novem- 
ber. Normal rainfall isn't expected 
to bolster the supply appreciably. 


The water shortage hurts!! 
The still - to - be - developed 


Southwest is looking for new in- 
dustries. A plentiful water supply 
is a big lure. But here, Iho cloud- 
less skies have snapped tho bait 
off the book. 


In 
some 
Southwestern 
cities, 


where supplies have run dry, water 
is being trucked in. 


William Morgan Cain, president 


of the city Chamber of Commerce, 
said dryly:

NewShakeup 
Hits Soviet 
Ukraine 


BERLIN (fPj — The 
Communists 


announced a shakcup in the Soviet 
Ukraine today' in the mushroom- 
ing purge of security and justice 
officials in the U. S. S. R. and in 
restive East Germany. 


In the third Communist shakcup 


in the lasl two days, Moscow radio 
announced 
the 
appointm e n t of 


Timofiy A. Slrokach as 
interior 


minister of the Ukrainian republic 
second biggest of the 16 in the 
Soviet Union and long reported to 
be a hotbed of nationalist resent- 
ment against Kremlin dictalcs. 


Lasl nighl East Germany's pup- 


pel governmenl announced il had 
purged Max Fechner, minister of 
juslice, as "an enemy of Ihe re- 
public." This is a charge punish- 
able by dealh. In Fechner's place 
the Reds named "Red" Hilde Ben- 
jamin, a woman jurisl wilh a rep- 
ulalion for dealing mercilessly wilh 
crimes againsl Ihe Rod regime. 


The purge follows Ihe 
booting 


of Lavrenly P. Beria, the former 
Soviet police boss, and apparently 
results from that act. The officials 
affecled are Ihosc dealing wilh law 
enforcement or internal security — 
the task of keeping the people lo 
line. 


The ousting of Fechner, a Sov- 


cialist turned Communist s e v e n 
years ago, carne 12 hours after 
Moscow radio had announced tl»»
